News Notes From State Capital 


TALLAHASSEE—Spending by 
three candidates for governor ‘s 
approaching the $25,000 mark for 
two and the $10,000 mark for the 
third. The nearing qualifying dead- 
line of March 16 and the ‘absence 
of activity in other camps makes 
it evident that there will be on'y 
thrée actual candidates: for the 
major sate office, At last reports, 
Alto Adams has spent $21,282 thus 
far, mostly for office work and 
two state-wide broadcasts. Dan 
McCarty has disposed of $18.109 
for one broadcast and office work 
Brailey Odham has reported $8,140 
disbursed, mostly for ` personal 
“travel expense and central office 
work. The new campaign expen- 
diture law will get a second airing 
in Tampa before’ Circuit Judge 
Henry Ç» Tillman this-week, in a 
‘æ suit for declaratory decree by 
Radio Station WPLA. The station 
asks the court to define its rignts 
to free speech and freedom of the 
press, as did Wallace B. Finlay 
Calhoun county newspaper pub- 
lisher, in another suit “heard by 
Circuit Judge Ira. A. Hutchinson 
of Panama City and now ready for 
decision. 

TALLAHASSEE — The Florida 
Highway Patrol reported that only 
. three counties—Gilchrist, Lafay- 
ette and Okeechobee—ended 1951 
without a fatal highway accident. 
The total for the state was 876 
killed, with 15,766 injured in a 
girsly toll that may exceed all rec- 
ords for Florida. Carelessness, 
speeding and drinking caused 
most of them. Accidents totalled 
50,597, or at the rate of 138 a 
day. : 


TALLAMASSEE — The depart- 
ment of agriculture here has ruled 
that horse meat’ sold for human 
consumption must be plainly 
labelled as such. J. J. Taylor, state 
chemist, says that a least one Mi- 
ami firm has 
x horse meat in cartons without bhe- 
ing labelled properly. It has de- 
sisted, but to prevent others from 
falling into the same error, the 
department now requires horse‘ 
meat containers to have the words 
plainly printed on the outside.

TALLAHASSEE-—State gasoline 
tax reached a new high in the.first 
month of 1952, according to Conip- 
troller C. M. Gay. He reports that 
more gasoline was sold in January 
than in any other month in Flo~- 
ida’s history, topping the previous 
March record of 81,500,000 gal- 
lons. 

TALLAHASSEE Another 
crisis in the pre-election campaign 
has passed with word from At- 
torney General Richard W. Ervin 
that hill-billy bands are legitimate 
stage dressing for political speak- 
ings. The attorney general ruled 
that such a campaign aid was 
permissible, ánd commented that 
frequently in his campaign, hill- 
billy music ‘seemed to interest the 
audience more than his speeches 
calling attention to the state's 
need for his services. 


TALLAHASSEE — The state 
road department is expected this 
week, to begin negotiations to buy 
property east of the state capitol 
building for a tourist welcome sta- 
tion such as, the law authorizes 
on main ingress reads.. The state 
also may acquire enough land 
there to put up another badly 
needed office building. The old 
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Dixie hotel, long ago condemned, 
a former filling station and sever- 
al. weatherbeaten houses of 'an- 
cient vintage occupy the land. 


TALLAHASSEE — Comptroller 
C. M. Gay warned his fellow cab- 
inet members not to deplete the 
governor's emergency fund too 
much, leaving some for Governor 
Warren's successor.

ty where the principal place of business is, which registration 
shall consist of filing with the clerk aforesaid an affidavit signed 
by all interested persons, stating under oath the names of all 
those interested in the business enterprise, the extent of the inte- 

_ rest of each, and the fictitious name under which said business is 
carried on. Said registration may not be made until the person or 
persons desiring to engage in business under a fictitious name
